Massachusetts Already Has One Mem- 


ber in the Person of Associate 


Justice Holmes. 


'Washington, Oct. 24.— While no of- 


ficial statement is obtainable, 
unoffi- 


cial information confirms the report 
that the president will appoint Attor- 
ney General William H. Moody, of 
Massachusetts, to the vacancy in the 
supreme bench, made vacant by the 
retirement of Associate Justice Henry 
B. Brown. The announced intention 
of the president to appoint Mr. Moody 
' to the supreme court bench came as a 


surprise, as it -was generally under- 
stood that he had eliminated the at- 
torney general from consideration In 
that connection because of the fact, 
mainly, that Massachusetts already 
has a representative on the bench in 
the 
person 
of Associate 
Justice 


Holmes. 
Mr. Moody's nomination will be sent 


to the senate when congress convenes. 
Imt the general expectation is that he 
will not take his seat on the bench 
•until about January first, when, as 
previously announced, he expects to 
retire from the attorney generalship.

last night of the ritualistic vigil, to- 
day's -rites were begun shortly after 
daybreak, when the concourse of pre- 
lates, priests and acolytes assembled 
at R:HO to prepare for the services, 
which began at r. o'clock. 


Solemn Services Begin. 


Promptly at this hour. Monslgnor 


Falconlo, with a number of assistants, 
took up the march about, the building,

Seattle, Oct. L! I.—Deserted, but with 


some of her sails drawing, others flap- 
ping in frayed strips from the yard 
arm, 
ami her wheel turning as though 


steered hy an invisible helmsman, the 
Norwegian bark Servla was sighted by 
the French ship Villc 
lie Mulhouse 


while ou her way from Antwerp to 
Seattle. 
After rounding Cape Horn 


the bounty earner also sighted the al- 
most submerged wreck of a large sail- 
ing vessel which was waterlogged and 
which appeared to have been wrecked 
in a heavy gale. 


Captain L. Bouy, master of the Villc- 


de Mulhouse. now lying at the Oriental 
docks, stated that the Servla was seen 
on tho morning of Jan. IT when the 
vessel was in latitude 20 north, in the 
raid-Atlantic. 
Second Officer Rallier, who speaks 


English fluently, gave the following 
description of the wreck: 


"It wits shortly after daybreak when 


the lookout forward sang out 'Sail ho,' 
and I went aloft to examine it with the 
glass. I noticed at once that the ship 
was acting a little queer, although at 
i hat time only her f gallants'ls were 
above the horizon. 
We altered the 


course of our vessel about two points 
and 
steered for the 
ship, as we 


thought she might be In trouble. When 
we got nearer we saw that only he^r 
main upper topsail and foret'gallants'l 
and maintopmast 
staysail were set. 


We could see canvas flapping from the 
other yards. 


No Sign of Life. 


"As we got nearer we saw no sign 


of life on board. The ship was low in 
the water and the seas swept over her 
occasionally. The yards were braced 
as though she was running before a 
fair wind. The wheel moved a few 
spokes occasionally and looked for all 
the world as if she was being steered 
by nn invisible hand. 


"She kept on her course fairly -well, 


although she would almost broach to 
at times. We went close to her. There 
was not a soul on deck; or to be seen. 
She was evidently waterlogged and 
the boats were gone from the davits, 
with the exception of the Ions boat, 
which 
-was 
smashed. 
The hatches 


were off. and showed that she had been 
looted of everything ot value beforn 
the crew left. She would plunge down 
a. long swell 
Into a head sea and 


swing for a minute; the wheel would 
| turn and then she would come up and 


back again on to her course. 
There 


was a light fair wind almost directly 
astern. The mainsail was clewed up. 
but. 
hanging In ribbons. 
We would 


have stopped and gone on hoard, but 
saw a steamer coming and knew she 
would pick up the' wreck. 


Had Bid Weather. 


"If we had been aboard a. steam ves- 


sel we would have picked her up and 
lowed her to port for the aalvagi.-. This 
is ilia first lime that cvi-r I hnvo seen 
a wreck of this kind wing along un- 
clM- full nail. For a week before that 
i imp wf hnd had some of the worst 
wcntlier that I. have seen in years. It 
was diirinc the hurricanes preceding 
lliii sighting of thp wreck tlmt. we lost 
nil our fresh provisions, potatoes sind 
other vegetables. This was the runes 


r the scurvy which broke 
out on 


oiird afterward and laid up most of 
ho crew. At. that, time wo lost moro 
hnn two tons of potatoes alone, nnd 
or the next five months we were with- 
nit vegetables of any kind. 


"We wore 184 days on tha way to 


his const. It. was the roughest pas- 
nno that, I hnvo inndo since 1 have 
peon going to soa. Wo rounded Capo 
lorn the lust, ot Mnrch. 
Until far 


mat the Horn wo hnd fine weather 
itid bowled along with everything set. 
'hen one of tho sudden Cape Horn 
wllllwns' camo up and we had almost 
all our llmht. sails blown away. 
We 


were blown far back to tho eastward 
of Hie Horn, nnd from that time on- 
vard It was one succession of Kales. 
I blew and It blew and we drifted to 
within Bight of the Horn. We had a 
narrow escape from being blown on 
tha Horn Itself. Wo could see the tall 
cliff* and the outline of the breakers 
it the foot. 


Drift* Under Bare Polet. 


"We finally managed to set a few 


storm trysails and beat off. Then we 
drifted far south under bare poles. 
Two Icebergs were sighted, the first I 
have seen 1u my ten years rounding 
the Horn. For forty-two days we beat 
around the 
Horn, blown here and 


there, with men sick an-d discouraged 
and the rtlp suffering from the heavy 
seas. Finally we managed to round 
tho point and started up the coast for 
our destination. 


"On May 4 -we sighted the wreck of 


a large vessel. She was almost com- 
pletely submerged. 
Only the three 


stumps of her 
masts were above 


water. 
They had b«en broken off 


close to the deck, with the exception 
of the mainmast, which had gone just 
beneath 
the 
maintop. 
There was 


nothing to be seen on deck. If. looked 
as though she had been caught in a 
sudden gale, her masts had gone by 
the board and her crew had deserted 
her after she started to fill. Probably 
some of her plates were sprung and 
she had started to go down. I am not 
sure that Jt was an Iron 
ship, but 


.think It was. It waa Juet about even- 
lug when we sighted It nnd it grew 
dark before wo cotild make a careful 
examination."

Home by Simple Methods 


Difficult to Cleanse ^Hien Badly Corroded or Oxidized— 


Jewelers Use Bath Soda Crystals, Then Polish

pewter has developed many

try to polish the pieces into something 
approaching their former brightness, 
but.

Very frequently old pewter has be-

One of the best methods of 
cleansing such pieces is by soaking in 
a bath of soda, crystals or borax, as hot 
as possible, then scrubbing with sand 
soap. Dry tho articles, then with a 
metal polish, a little petroleum and a 
woolen cloth, scour until the surface 
begins to show bright. Wash in soap 
and water and finish with a final pol- 
ish of whiting.

TOMATOES IN FOUR STYLES. 


Tomato Jelly.—One peck of yellow 


tomatoes, cut In pieces and lioil till 
soft, then strain through a jelly bag, 
put on the flra and boil for twenty 
minutes; add an equal quantity of su- 
jar, sprinkle over them a handful of 
and the strained juice of a dozen 
lemons; boll for fifteen minutes longer 
and pour Into glasses. 


Dried Tomatoes.—Press thh fresh 


pulp through a sieve or strainer to 
remove the seeds 
and skins, then 


spread very thinly on plates and dry 
In the hot sun or warm oven. When 
perfectly dry, break in fine pieces or 
grind and store in boxes to use for 
soups, or in any way desired. 


Tomato Pickle.—Take large toma- 


toes ripe but not soft, slice one-half 
Inch thick, put a layer an Inch deep in 
.jar. sprinkle ovoh them a liamlfu! of 
light brown sugar; repeat until the jai- 
ls full. Spread over a thin cloth, turn j 
a plate over the top with a light weight 
on, and in a few weeks you will have 
sharp pickles. 


Tomato 
Butter.—To every 
four 


pounds of ripe tomatoes scalded and 
peeled add one pound of tart cooking 
apples, pared, cored and sliced, the 
juice of one lemon and 2% pounds of 
sugar; a little powdered ginger may 
be added if liked; noil and stir until 
quite thick, then seal In pint jars, or 
put In jelly tumblers. 


A Boy With Brains.

In the price went down as low as ten 
to twelve c.enls a gallon. The boy in 
question borrowed a couple of dollars j 
and purchased 500 berry boxes, 
a 


as it is a deadly poison, but. under- 
standing the object for which it is 
to be used, any reputable person can 
obtain it in this way.

should remain in the solution until 
the surface looks bright, then take it 
out, wash with hot water and soap and 
dry with a llannel cloth. It would be 
well to use rubber gloves while using 
the solution in order to protect the 
hands. 


Another effective way of removing 


the discolorations is by using a mix- 
ture of kerosene and ordinary sea- 
shore sand, adding just enough of the 
oil to moisten the sand. With a coarse 
piece of canvas apply this to the metal 
and rub until the 
surface 
becomes 


bright. Any polish containing grease 
should be avoided if n brilliant finish 
is desired. Emery cloth or sand paper 
should not be 
used, as 
they 
will 


scratch the metal. In order to remove 
any rients which may have appeared 
take a wooden mallet covered with 
leather, with two or three pieces of 
curved wood to get into the crevices. 
Pewter is .soft, and a gentle hammer- 
ing Is all that is necessary to remove 
the hollows.

Cooking without a fire seems a para-' 


dox. 
Even a few years ago we would 


have laughed at the suggestion, but 
science and modern 
invention 
are 


every day accomplishing the appar- 
ently Impossible, and fireless cooking, 
one of its latest triumphs, promises 
to be a great boon to the housekeeper, 
and to our soldiers as well, it the ex- 
periments the government 
is 
now 


making prove successful and practi- 
cal. 


The principle is simple and appeals 


directly to our common sense. When 
food has been brought to the boiling 
point the flre can only keep it at that 
temperature. 
No matter how much 


gas or fuel is used, the temperature 
does not rise above 212 degrees, so 
that any other means by which that 
temperature can 
be 
sustained, 
or 


nearly so. will accomplish the same 
result. The success of any such de- 
vice depends upon all the heat being 
retained by means of an air tight ket- 
tle, and by the packing, which sur- 
rounds it being a good non-conductor 
of heal. If the housekeeper or "man 
of the house" possesses skill with 
the hammer and some 
ingenuity, a 


firelesa cooker may be made at home 
which will prove as satisfactory as 
the patented article, and as elaborate i 
as the pocketbook allows or taste do-1 
sires. The one we describe is so sim- 
ple and Inexpensive as to be within 
the reach of every woman, and abso- 
lutely satisfactory If the 
directions 


are faithfully followed. 


To Construct the Cooker. 


A box IB the first requisite, eighteen 


inches square and 
eighteen 
inches 


deep. 
If larger it does not matter, 


but it must not be smaller. Two soap 
boxes from the grocer's were used for 
the model. The bottom was taken out 
of one and It was fastened with cleats 
on top of the other, making the re- 
quired depth. The cover was fastened 
on the back with pieces of leather for 
hinges, though heavy cloth or felt will 
do as wol), and a hook and loop were 
screwed into the front to fasten it se- 
curely. The kettle used was an eight- 
quart granite pail with a reasonably 
tight, cover. 
This 
cost 
thirty-five 


cents at ono of the department stores; 
but any kettle may be used, not 
smaller than six quarts, If the cover 
8ts tightly. This last is a very Im- 
portant, point, and great can? must be 
taken regarding it. 


Our kettle Is completely sealed by 


means of a piece of one and a quarter 
Inch pure rubber tubing, which can br> 
bought at any drug Rtorp for fifteen 
cents 
a 
yard. The 
rubber was 


stretched a little around the Inside 
rim of the cover of the pail, then cut 
the desired length and tho two ends 
were fastened together by cutting one 
and slipping it inside (he other for a 
quarter of an Inch and tying securely. 
Tho rubber rlnK was then put on the 
cover exactly as rubbers are put on 
fruit runs. If any other kettle Is lined 
Instead of the pal! It should have per- 
pendicular sides, for convenience in 
packing.

the drug store contributed, about a 
bnrrelful being necessary.

pretty one for a child from five to six 
years old can easily be marie. 
The 


material needed am four Bkelns of 
Spanish yarn, one p;ilr of No. 1 bone 
needles and one pair of No. 13 steel 
needles.

Inches thick, tightly packed with ex- 
celsior, made either of cotton cloth 
or old flannel, was fitted to the bot- 
tom of the box and a similar

For packing the 


sides and filling in tightly around the 
kettle loose excelsior may be used, 
but for convenience and to avoid Utter 
it is better to put it in different sized 
pads or fill old flour bags. The kettle 
or pail is placed on the pad In the bot- 
tom of the box and securely packed 
on all sides; when lifted out the little 
nest retains its shape so that the ket- 
tle may be slipped in and out quickly 
each time'it is used. Boxes with the 
excelsior pads, but no kettles, can be 
bought at one of 
the 
department 


stores from 54 up, according to siza, 
but we have not tried them and so 
cannot recommend them. 


Details of First Cooking. 


Our cooker Is now ready for use. 


Put the meat 
or vegetables to be 


cooked into the kettle, fill with water 
to within two inches of the top, bring 
the water to a boil, place the cover 
on the kettle—If it springs up fasten 
It down with a wire or string passed 
through the handles and over the top. 
After it is securely fastened allow it 
to boil one minute, which exhausts 
the air and seals the kettle, bringing 
the temperature to 212 degrees. Be 
very careful not to let it boil longer, 
as the steam would blow the cover 
off and bad burns might result Take 
the kettle from the fire, place it quick- 
ly in the nest in the box, crowd the 
packing down firmly on all sides, com- 
pletely covering it. Place the top pad 
over and then the newspapers, close 
the box cover down and fasten it. The 
box must be filled and 
packed 
as 


tightly as possible. 


The time required for the cooking 


will vary according to the perfection 
attained in the construction of the 
cooker. We find a general rule to be 
twice as long as over the fire and one 
hour extra. 
A six quart kettle will 


require longer than tho larger size. 
In cooking anything which requires a 
long time, like ham, tongue, beets. 


etc., we place it in the cooker at night 
and find it thoroughly done 
in the 


morning. 
Meats are especially •deli- 


cious treated in this way and much 
more tender than when cooked over 
the fire. 
What May Be Cooked With the New 


Invention. 


A dinner of corn beef and cabbage 


may be placed in the cooker 
after 


breakfast and the housekeeper spend 
the entire day away from home with 
no anxiety lest it burn, returning at 
dinner time to 
find 
it 
thoroughly 


cooked and 
steaming hot. 
Onions, 


beets, turnips, baked beans and nearly 
all vegetables are fine cooked in this 
way and without odor, steam or heat 
in the kitchen. 
The cereals, soups 


and stews require a little different 
treatment. 
They lose no water by 


evaporation as when boiled, and must ' 
be prepared as if for steaming. 
Put 


three parts of water to one of cereal, 
salt as usual, in a small pail with a 
tight cover—they 
come in nickel, 


granite or agate—if one objects to 
utilizing old lard 
palls thoroughly 


cleaned. 
After bringing It 
to 
tli3 


boiling point place it in the large ket- 
tle with boiling water about an inch 
lower than the top of the small pail. 
Cover and pack as before. We cook 
oatmeal for breakfast by starting it 
on the gas at 10 p. m. and placing It 
in the cooker. At 7 the next morning 
it is steaming hot and cooked deli- 
ciously. Every housekeeper will soon 
make her own time table, following 
the general rule 
given 
above. As 


there Is no danger of burning and the 
food Is Icept hot It Is beat to allow 
plenty of time. 


Our cooker has been such a success. 


and we estimate a saving of 50 per 
cent in gas bills, that we are elaborat- 
ing the idea and shall soon have three 
pails arranged in a box three 
feet 


long. 
We are also contemplating n 


wire rack elevated above the water in 
ths pail to steam foods upon. Many 
other devices will occur to the hous-;- 
keeper as she uses it from day to day. 
for the idea is almost. limitless !r. its 
scope.

Directions for Knitting. 


On the steel needles cast on 110 


stitches. For the first row, knit, two 
and pearl two to the end of the row. 


For the second row pearl two and 


knit two to the end of the ro-.v. 


Alternately repeat, these two rows 


until the band Is two Inches deep, then 
change to bone needles and knit as 
follows: 


First 
row—Pearl 
two. knit two, 


pearl two, knit, one, pearl one, 
knit 


one, pearl one, knit one, pearl one, knit 
one; continue to repeat until the last 
six stitches are reached, then pearl 
two, knit two, pearl two. 


Second row—Knit 
two, pearl two, 


knit two, pearl one, knit one, pearl 
one, knit one. pearl 
one, knit one, 


pearl one; repeat this until the last 
six stitches are reached, then knit 
two, 
pearl two, knit two. Alternately 


repeat these two rows until the back 
measurer, fifteen inches. On each end 
leave thirty-two stitches for the shoul- 
ders, and bind off the intervening 
stitches for the neck. At each shoul- 
der rib one and one for six rows and 
bind off. For the 
front 
repeat the 


back. 
Each shoulder 
piece knit ac- 


cording to pattern for two rows. 


Third row—Knit 
five stitches ac- 


cording to pattern, bind off three, knit 
six and repeat two or three times in 
all. 


Fourth row—Knit according to pat- 


tern, and where 
the 
stitches were 


bound off in the first row cast on three 
stitches. This will make three button- 
holes. After knitting two rows accord- 
ins to the pattern, blncl oS. 


For the sleeves, cast 110 stitches on 


the bone needles, 
and 
for 
twelve 


inches knit in the 
same rib as the 


sweater. 


To make the cuff on steel needles, 


on the right side of the sleeve knit 
two together four times, knit three to- 
gether, knit two together five times; 
repeat, this six times more, or seven in 
all; 
knit three together, knit six to- 


gether row times. 
This will leave 


fifty-one stitches on the needle, in- 
crease one stitch and knit in ribs, or 
knit, two and pearl two to a depth of 
three Inches and bind off. Sew up the 
under arm seams and the sleeves. Let 
the front lap one-half inch over the 
bank at. the top of the shoulder, and 
in sewing in the sleeves put seam to 
seam. 


To make the collar pick up forty- 


eight stitches on the front and knit In 
ribs or 
knit two and peai* two for 


three rows. 


On the fourth row knit a button- 


hole on each end as follows: 
Knit 


two, 
bind off three, rib to within five 


stitches of the end, bind off three and 
pearl two. 


Fifth row—Where the three stitches 


were bound off In the preceding row, 
cast on three stitches, rib six rows 
and make 
a buttonhole each end. 


again rib six rows and make a button- 
hole each end. Rib twelve rows and 
make a buttonhole each end. Rib one 
row and bind off. 


For the collar on the back pick up 


forty-eight stiches and knit In ribs of 
knit two and pearl two for thirty-three 
rows. Make a buttonhole at each end. 
Rib one row and bind off. On the top 
of each shoulder sew three buttons 
and three on each side of the collar. 
Turn hack the front part of the collar 
and button on the 
top button, then 


turn back the other half of the collar 
and button on the same button.

ber of each car and the new number 
It was to receive.

rected to look out for unchanged cars 
coming into his territory and change 
.hem at once. The result has been 
hnt Iheso new numbers have been 
put on with great dispatch. 


Passenger cars belonging to the 


ines east of Pittsburg are given tho 
numbers 1 to 7.000 and those belong- 
ng to the lines west of Pittsburg from 
7,000 to 10,01)0. The 
freight: cars are 


numbered irom lO.Oni to oOO.nnO on 
the eastern lines and from 500,001 to 
990.999 on the western lines. 


When the repairing is done every 


car on the Pennsylvania lines <\ist ot 
Pittsburg will have the word ••Pennsyl- 
vania" on thc side above tho number, 
and the letters "P. R. R." un the. end. 
On Iho lines west of this city "Penn- 
sylvania Lines" will be tho legend for 
tiie side and "P. L." for the ond of the 
car.
